But in reſpect 
zo the latter, "tis not ſo, If what falls ints 
their Hands be inſtruttive as well as plea- 
fant, they feel au Acceſſion of Knowledge, 
tho" they were not virtuous enough to ſeek it, 
and gratefully acknowledge the Kindneſs of 
an Author, who without promiſing Inſtruftion - 


beſtows it. On the other Hand, if looſe or 


impious Pieces fall in the Way of Perſons of 
this Caſt, they are ſure to do Miſchief, by 


leaving ſuch Impreſſions behind, as either 


diſturb their Minds with Doubts, or by giving 
| them wrong Ideas of Things, prompt them to 
the Commiſſion of ill Actions. Let us ſee 
then, whether Romances are likely to produce 
theſe Efſefis ? . . 


THE Baſis of all theſe fort of Books, 
lies on the wonderful Conſequences of Love 
and Valour. We are uſually ſhewn a Hero, 

who inſpired by his amorous Inciinations, 
raſhes thro' a Train of ſeemingly inſurmount- 


able Difficulties, to the Poſſeſſion of the Pair 


| ons he admires. But I do not remember in 
any Romances, to have ſem this Paſſing i- 
cious in its Nature, or productive of any 
baſe, cruel, or immoral Acts; ſo that the 
peruſal of Adventures flowing from ſuch Mo- 


tives and conducted in ſuch a Manner, can 
newer make Impreſſions on the human Mud 
6 dats 
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dangerous, either to our Fudgments cr Mos 
rals. Reſolution, Fidelity, Patience, Come 


 plaiſance and Humanity, the neceſſary Qua- 
ities of Romantick Heroes, are Diſpoſitions 
 ewbich every Man would do well to learn; 


and therefore it is impoſſible to be too much 
prejudiced in their Favour; and as to the 


Danger which may reſult from the ſtrong 
and lively Deſcriptions of Lowe in theſe 
Hiſtories ; I muſt beg leave to obſerve, that 
it is virtuous Love and Experieuce teaches 


8, that few of the preſent Age are infected, 


if I may ſo ſay, with this ſort of mental Fe- 


ver. On the contrary, the amorous Diſorders 
which now produce fatal Effects, are ſuch 


as we find no ways recommended indeed, 
but ſeldom ſpoke of in Romances. They 
are Paſſions which do not take Riſe from 
Virtues and amiable Dualities in the beloved 
Object which act upon the Mind, and main- 
tain a chaſie, and therefore a conſtant and 
inwiolable Affection; but are kindled by ex- 


terior Charms, and generally encouraged by a 
light coquetiſh Vanity, to call it no worſe, 


which triumphs in the Follies it occaſions, 


aud leads Hair-Brain'd Touths into Extra- 


vagancies, infinitely more abſurd, than any 


Adventures of Romantic Knights. He are

dleſcribe by a Romance Writer, with as 
faithful and as judicious a Pen, as if he were 
writing an authentic Narrative; : ty the 
Perſal therefore of theſe, Readers acquire 
w'thout ſeeking, I might even ſay without 
perceiving it, if not an accurate, yet a toller- 
able Idea of the Situation, Climate and 
| principal Commodities cf various Countries, 
with the Genius, Fortunes and Way of Li- 
ving of their reſpefive Inhabitants. For 
Example, who that reads the Princeſs of 
Cleve, can fail of having right Noticus of 
| 7: Gallick Court, and of the Perſens who 
Wade a principal Figare therein at that Day.

Tu E Sultan, quite aſtoniſhed at what the good 

old Man ſaid, knew not what to think; but ſuppo- 
ſing it beſt, and ſafeſt for him to comply with the In- 
ſtructions he had received, he immediately acted as 
Cot hrob had deſired, and mounting to return to Cam- 
Baye, ordered him to follow him thither, where as 
ſoon as he arrived, the Sin gave him Orders to 
undertake the Building ſuch a Palace, as they had 
concerted the Plan of between them, covering this 
Deſign with ſuch artful Reaſons, as that none of his 
Court penetrated at all into the true Intent. 


IN the Space of eight Days after, this Project be- 
gan to be carried into Execution, there were more 
than three thouſand Workmen of all Kinds, who, 

under this venerable Architect, laid the Founda- 
tion, and carried on the Edifice as he directed; ne- 
ver was a Work continu'd with ſo much Readineſs, 
Regularity and Exactneſs, in ſomuch, that when the

Can in Diſpair, and reſolving not to owe his Safety to

Cothbedin, who was willing to ſurprize him, hayin 
iſſued Orders for tha Purpoſe, which were exactly 
obſerved ; ſo that the firſt Account the Sultan had 
was brought by the Prince himſelf, who cauſing the 
Doors of his Appartments to be opened, pretented 
himſelf before Cazan- Can.

| Who promiſed to be very Faithful to us, as long as 
wie continued in their Troop. In three Weeks Time, 
we were inſtructed in all their little Subtleties, and 


| the oldeſt Stander amongſt them. Beſides, the Ad- 
vantages which the Society reap'd from me in com- 
mon with the reſt of our Members, it was not a little 
indebted to me, for the Money and Praiſes which 
were the Reward of my Medicines. To ſpeak the 
Truth, I knew how to commend them ſo well, and 
deliver'd my Harangues with ſo graceful a Volubility 
ot Tongue, that there was ſcarce any Body whom I 
did not wheedle into buying of ſomething ; but a- 
dove all my Pacquets, I had an Ointment which I 
OO | praiſed 
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pPraiſed as a Thing capable of doing Wonders, rd 
with which, joined to the Dexterity of my Comp. 
nions, in the Execution of a Trick which we con- 
triv'd, I paſs'd on the People for no leſs than 
Worker of Miracles. The Thing was thus, they 
produc'd a Child about Six Years of Age to the 
Spectators, and after having amuſed them with 
certain antick Tricks and Grimaces, they threw it 
up into the Air, where breaking, it fell down in 
Pieces, Arms, Thighs, Legs, Hands, Feet, and at 
length the Head, all which I took and joined toge- 
ther, and then ſmearing the whole over with m 
Ointment, continuing to chafe and rub it, until the 
Child ſtarted up and walked about as well as before. 
The whole of this had nothing in it of Reality, but 
Was only executed with ſuch Addreſs and Activity, 
that the Spectators were cheated by a Change of (> 
ects, the true Child being imperceptably withdrawn, 
and an artificial Image, the Cavity of which was 
fili'd with Blood, and ſo ſlightly joined, as to break 
to Pieces in the Air, was thrown up in its ſtead. 
The true Child appearing again, as ſoon as I had 
placed together, the ſeemingly mangled Limbs, and 
rub'd them with my Ointment, „ 
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I continued to lead this Libertine kind of Life for 
about three Years, during which, I enjoyed all the 
Satisfaction imaginable. We viſited almoſt every 
Town in Indoſtan. Afterwards we went to C:ndaher, 
and at Jaſt to Hiſpahan. As this City was a Place 
where Debauchery was carried to the utmoſt heighth, 
and as there was a great Number of Women therein, 
whoſe Merit did not conſiſt in their Virtue, it would 
have been a Miracle, it I had continued conſtant to 
the Miſtreſs aſſigned me by our Society. My Com- 
rade and I refus'd not one Day to accompany ſome 
young Lords in a Party of Pleaſure, their Defign 
was to viſit one of thoſe Women, who had diftin- 
guiſh'd herſelf by a very extraordinary Con- 
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duct; for after amaſſing together a vaſt deal of Mo- 
ncy by her Profeſſion, ſhe had taken a Reſolution to 
pertorm Pennance for ner Faults, and 1n order to 
expiate them, made a Pilgrimage to Mecca; after her 
Return from which, ſhe bought ſix Slaves, whom ſhe 


let out at Hiſpahan by the Hour, by the Day, or by 


the Week, as the Cuſtom is in Perſia, giving all the 
Money ſhe procur'd by this kind of Traffick to the 
| Poor, believing that ſhe thereby perform'd a moſt 
| Religious Act, and a Thing highly Meritorious in 


the Eyes of our Prophet. This Woman, tho' the 


was now thirty-ſix Years of Age, retain'd {till a 
reat deal of Beauty, and as the Difficulty of grati- 
Ag them always increaſes our Paſhons ; fo one of 
the young Lords, inſtead of looking favourably on 
the Slaves, who were certainly both younger and 


handſomer than the Miſtreſs, made ſuch Propoſitions 


to the Woman herſelf, as would certainly have van- 


quiſhed any Perſon, who had not been given up to 


ſo ſingular a kind of Devotion. She however re- 
fuſed him with great Conſtancy, but perceiving that

Ix this unfortunate Situation of my Affairs, mf 
Thoughts ſuffered me not to take the leaft Quiet for 
_ uneaſy Reflections. My unnatural Paſſion for Canxadt, 
was not yet extinguiſhed, and my Fury redoubicd 
whenever I remembered that I my ſelf had given her 
to the Prince her Lover, which was the ſole occaſion 
of my leaving Ormux, and being Shipwreck'd on this 
Iſland.

After having 
celebrated the happy Succeſs of that Day by Songs 
and Dances, and after having ſpoiled the dead ho-

luckleſs Night was, the dreadful Fright of Pagieddin, 
who almoſt loft his Wits. I began to utter all I could 


think of for his Conſolation; 1 exhorted him to re-

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fgn himſelf to that Fate which it was impoſlible to 


hinder. While I was thus ſpeaking, I by chance 
caſt my Eyes on a Book, half of which ſtuck out of 
the Pocket of a Man's upper Garment, which theſe 
Savages had left in our Cabbin. I cannot tell what 
moved me to look into it, but upon Inſpection, it 
rov'd an Aſtronomical Calendar; turning it over, I 
und the Calculation of an Eclipſe, which was to

Mo Mafter was prodigiouſly ſurprized at the hart 
Stile of this Letter, inſomuch that he had like to 
have died with Grief upon the Spot. Tell Zen- 
dehroud (ſaid he) that I will obey her Commands, 
however unjuſt they be: As ſoon as he had pronoun- 
ced theſe Words, he ſunk down upon his Sopha, and 


continued Senſeleſs for about half an Hour; we were

In 
the mean Time, it was ſhe only who had any Know-

The Hiſtory of LEM-ATLZAMAN, Prince 


of KASGAR, and of LENDEHROUD, 


"Princeſs of SAMARCAND. 


GEWSE R AYDOUN being informed that 
the Queen and her Confederates were 
PREZ drawing their Forces together on his 
1 Frontiers, he himſelf ſet out for his 
Army, which he found in exceeding 
DED good Order; for as he had all along 
ſuſpected that Al Alma would at ſome Time or other 


the Abſence of Prince Zem-Akaman. The Loſs of 


Q& 
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| a Son's Preſence, when it was of ſo mach Conſe- 


quence, was not only a very great Diſadvantage, but 


allo filled the Sultan with fad Apprehenſions, fear- 


ing that ſome ill Accident had befall'n him. How- 
ever, the King poſted his Army as conveniently as 
he conld, and determined to attend in that Situation 
the coming of his Enemies. Ir will be difficult for 


me, Ladies, to give you a diſtinct Account of a 


Battle, of which I myſelf know nothing but by hears 
ſay: However, I will relate it in the beſt Manner I 
am able. The Troops of the Queen of Samarcand, 


and her Confederates, amounted to a Hundred Mon- 
ſand Men, whereas Fraydoun's Army was not above 


Seventy Thouſand ; but notwithſtanding this Inequa- 


lity, he ventur'd ro give them Battle; the Plain was 


very quickly cover'd with dead Bodies, the Heavens 
rang with the Cries of the Dying, and the Shouts of 
the engaging Soldiers. The Army of the Sulto:: 
Fraydoun tought with very great Boldneſs, inſomuch, 
that they ſometimes puſhed the Forces of the Confe- 
derates, but thele again recovering their Courage, 
the Battle continued in this uncertatn State for fix 
Hours, till ar laſt the Princes, deſirous to ſignalize 
themſelves in the Sight of A- Alma and Zendebroud, 


incouraged their Followers to make ſo bold an At- 


tack, that Victory ſeemed to incline to their Side. 
Fraydoun obſerving this, covered with Blood as he 
was, thruſt himſelf into the firſt Ranks, and there 


engaged Prince Karibchak, which drew upon him _ 


ſoon after all the reſt of the Princes, who were alike 
deſirous of depriving him of Life, 


Ho-w bravely ſoever the Sultan of Kaſgar defend- 
ed his Lite, he was on the Point of falling underthe 


Swords of his Enemies, when on a ſudden a Body 
of 7 hree Thouſand Horſe pierced through the Middle 
of his Troops, headed by a Cavalier, in fable Arms, 
| Whoſe Face was masked ; he and his Troops, ruſhed 

into the hotteſt of the Battle, bearing down all the 
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Queen's Forces before them; The Princes, and AA. 
#ib-Schak endeavour'd to put an End to the Battle, 


and to the War, by the Death of the Sultan of Ka,, 


gar. In order to this, they purſued him with an 
implacable Fervour ; till at laſt, coming up with 


him, one of them aimed a Blow at his Head, which 
would probably have been his Death; at this very 
Inſtant, the new Warrior, who had made ſuch a 
Change in the Face of the Battle, came up, and 
with one Blow of his Sabre, cut oft the uplifted 
Arm of the Prince laſt mention'd, and at two other 


Strokes, ſent as many more of the Princes to their 


laſt Homes. After this, he, and the Body of Horſe 


he had brought, fell like Thunder on the Queen's 
Army, the Soldiers cauſing the Name of Prince 
Zem-Alzaman to eccho through their Ranks, and 


the very Sound of that Name inſpired the Army of 
the Sultan of Kaſgar with ſuch Courage, and ſtruck 
their Enemies with ſuch a Terror, that at laſt, Vic- 


tory declared herſelf in Favour of the Sultan, and 
the Troops of the Queen every where turned their 


Backs. 


KARIB-SCHAK, who was the only one of the 


Princes left, made the utmoſt Efforts he was able to 


come to the Aſſiſtance of the Queen, but all his En- 


deavours to reanimate his drooping Soldiers were in 
vain; and tho' he diſcover'd the nobleſt Reſolution 


himſelf, yet thoſe under his Command, were ſo far 


from following his Example, that affrighted at the 
Sight of the Carnage which the Prince and his Horſe 
had made, they at laſt forced their General to do as 
they did, that is, by a precipitate Flight, to ſecure 


his Life from the immediate Hazard it was in. The 


Night approaching hinder'd the Purſuit of the Fu- 


gitives, who, it Light had continued a few Hours 
longer, muſt have been all cut to Pieces; but Zen 
Alxaman cauſed a Retreat to be early ſounded, ra- 
ther out of Reſpect to the. Princeſs, than any real 
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Neceſſity there was from the Darkneſs of the Night; 
and as ſoon as they withdrew to their Enſigns, he 
marched to rejoin Fraydoun, who no ſooner ſaw him, 


but he fell upon his Neck, and almoſt ſtifled him 


with his Careſſes. He enquir'd how he had ſpent 


his Days while abſent, and what Adventures had 


happen'd to him in his Travels. 


Ir will not be difficult for you, Ladies, to gueſs 
in what a terrible Condition the Army of the Peer 
of Samarcand found themſelves; the Conſternarion 
ſpread amongſt them, was general ; and tho' they 


gained the Entrenchments of their Camp, yet their 


Fear continued as ſtrong upon them, as when they 
were expoſed in the Field to the Fury of the Prince 


of Kaſgar's Horſe. At laſt a Council of War was 


heid, wherein, about the Break of Day, this Reſo- 
lution was raken, that the Queen ſhould make a 
Peace with Fraydoun at any Rate, and on any Terms 
ſhe could obtain; but Karib-Schak oppoſed it.“ Ma- 
« dam (ſaid he) there is no Occa ſion that you ſhould 
« utter! diſpair from this Defeat, ſince it is appa-

Queen, without giving any Anſwer to Karib-Schak, 
roic immediately, and ran towards the Door of the 
Appartment, where meeting my Mafter, ſhe embrac'd

| Rerday, the Troops of Fraydoun had not obtained 


the Victory over mine ; however, in you I place all 
my Hopes of Relief, and acknowledge that the very 
Sight of you has given me freſh Courage, 


NE ADA u, (anſwer'd he) with great Modeſty, the 


mndiſpenſible Neceſſity of my Affairs obliged me to 


leave Samarcand, at a Time when I thought my 
Preſence was uſeleſs to you; but I had returned to 


your Service, if a certain Order, I ſhall not mention, 
had not made it dangerous for me to appear here; 
but at length hearing the Circumſtances your Aflairs 
are in, I reſolved to join your Army, and am ſorry 1I 

arrived fo late. In the Condition Things are in, 


reply'd Al- Alma, I can ſcarce think of any Method 


for extricating my ſelf out of the War, which I am 


unable to ſuſtain; but in the midſt of theſe Evils, 


the Sight of you gives me hope. Prince Karib-Schak 


has made a Propoſal which I approve, on Condition, 


that you ſhare with him in the Glory of the Action, 


on which our Safety depends.

T H 1s Propoſition of a Duel, between Edris and 
Zem- Alzaman, aſtoniſhed my Maſter ſo much, that 
he was not able to ſpeak one Word, and Karih-Schak 
taking the Advantage, interpoſed in that Moment, 
and expreſſed his Reſentment, at tne Affront which 
the Queen had offer'd him. Madam (ſaid he) the 
Heſitation of this Man, ſhews how unworthy he is 
of the Honour you do him, in making him your 
Choice to my Prejudice; nor can you blame me for 
thinking it Lure; to ſee a Stranger preferred before 
me, one of no Birth, and whoſe Valour muſt needs 
be very unequal ; ſince he came not hither till a Day 
after a Battle, in which, if he had thought fir, he 
might have given ſome Marks of that Bravery, 
which Prince Kohab has exaggerated ſo much. Earis 
could not bear this inſolent Diſcourſe. Kavrib-Schak,. 
reply'd he, if I was not preſent in the Engagement: 
Yeſterday, you ought to believe that it was impoſſt- 
ble for me to reach your Camp; had I been in the 
Field, I would either have periſh'd, or have render'd 
the Qyeen's Forces Victorious ; not have endeavour'd' 
to re pc ir the ſcandalous Flight of Yeſterday, by vain
